PRIMARY EXAMINER 
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Applicant argues that McLean in view of Kucera fails to teach that the first tag is placed before the error and that it identifies the type of 
error, and where the first tag is an empty element tag that does not include content. The Office respectfully disagrees and maintains that 
Kucera teaches a tag may be added prior to a perceived error, identifying the type of error, such as a "strange word" tag which is a flag, 
having no content but instead allowing a true or false to be set to indicate the type of error perceived. 

In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the references, the examiner recognizes that obviousness can 
only be established by combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where there is some 
teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of 
ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988)and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 
(Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to include the tags indicating an error and 
containing no data of Kucera with the markers indicating errors of McLean providing the benefit of allowing a parser application to 
determine the location and type of a perceived error within the text such that the error may be processed accordingly
